school as soon as it was seen how liad- 
ly he was hurt and given the attention 
of several physicians. Relatives were 
summoned front Gettysburg 
when it 
was feared that he would not survive 
and all during the evening the grav­ 
est fear* for his condition were enter­ 
tained. 
Ha spent a comfortable night how 
ever and his complete recovery is now 
hoped for. 
The game 
was resumed 
after Plunk was carried from the field. 
He was brought to his home today.

York’s Welcome From Hie Success- 


ful Quest of the North Pole. 


New York, Oct. I.—With the flag of 
the Peary Arctic club at her masthead 
and the American ensign at her miz 
ten. the steamer Rooeevelt, which bore 
her commander on his quest for the 
North Pole, arrived here. Commander 
Peary arrived this morning from his 
home in Maine and will take part In 
the Hudson Fulton naval pageant on 
the Hudson river. 
From the bridge of the Arctic ship 
Roosevelt he will receive New York's 
welcome from his successful quest a> 
the Roosevelt moves up th© Hudson, 
In company with her warrior sisters 
and other marine craft 
The 
explorer 
appeared 
delighted 
that he could take part In the parade, 
and told his friends that he hoped he 
would not be asked to talk about the 
Cook controversy while in New York. 
Until the Peary Arctic club makes pub 
lie the statem ent giving Peary’s side 
in the Cook controversy the command­ 
er will not talk About the matter. 
Captain Bartlett Spokesman. 
Still clad In the rough clothes worn 
on the ArcUc trip. although his furs 
had been laid aside, Captain Bartlett 
stood on his quarter dark and acted as 
spokesman for the party. Acting under 
instructions from Commander Peary, 
the crew and the scientists and others 
aboard will remain on the Roosevelt 
and not enjoy life ashore until they 
are released by the chief of the expo 
ditlon. 
Captain Bartlett said that the 
Roosevelt will accompany the naval 
procession as far as Newburg. All of 
those now aboard will be there during 
the parade. 
In outward appearance the Rooge 
velt looks little like a ship that has 
braved the ice and storms of the 
Arctic zone. She has received a fresh 
coat of paint, and the bones of Arctic 
animals that were Interwoven in her 
ratlines have been removed. 
In her 
hold, however, she carried a quantity 
of skins and all the specimens gath­ 
ered during her cruise. There are no 
Eskimos aboard, but life in the Arctic 
zone is represented by a litter of 
twelve Eskimo puppies.

Wbeu volunteers for the Spanlsh- 
Amcrican war were called for I raised 
a company of infantry and as its cap­ 
h ar weut to the wur.

taken out of me, and I was left to 
spend what time was necessary for the 
wound to heal. 
The morning after the oj>eration I 
was lying on my cot reading a news­ 
paper that was being handed around 
among the patients when the door of 
the ward ojiened, a woman entered 
and began talking cheerily with the 
man she first reached. 
A bunch of 
flowers was in her band, and before 
leaving the patient she gave^iim a few* 
of them. Thus she came on, giving en­ 
couraging words, smiles and flowers to 
the sick and wounded till she reached 
my cot. 
Now, I was “bom with a stiver s[K>on 
in my mouth” aud accustomed to have 
anything I wished for. 
Before the 
lady came up I bad made up my mind 
that if she were unmarried she should 
la* my wife. 
She approached me with 
one of the sweet smiles she had been 
scattering broadcast and said: 
“It must l>e very bard for you to be 
lying lier© in this hot country. 
Are 
you ill or wounded7* 
“Wounded.’* 
“iKin’t thin! about your wound. The 
d o cto rs say that if one thinks despond­ 
ently about any part of the body all 
th e Impurities go in that direction. 
Let me give you something to fix your 
atten tio n ui*»d.” 
She banded me a few of the flow’ers. 
for which I thanked her. and she 
passed me. I asked coe of the nurses 
who she was and was told that she 
had come ti* Cuba from the [’nitcd 
S ta tes for the purpose noj of nursing 
soldiers, but to go about among them 
encouraging them as I had seen ber 
doing 
I asked what part of the Unit­ 
ed States she had come from, but no 
one seemed to know. She visited the 
sick every day. and they were always 
le tte r for hor coming. 
Indeed, the 
nurses seemed to think that she cured 
more men thorn the doctors. 
Day after day I watched for he^ till 
sh'* came again. As f#*fore. si)© dis­ 
tributed flowers and smiles, the smiles 
tieing more highly appreciated than 
the flowers. 
She come to our ward 
alinit once in four or five days, and 
the patients, fcho failed to learn her 
name, spoke of her as the flower lady. 
One of th© nurses asked her to give 
ber a name by which to address ber. 
but she declined on the ground that 
she did not wish It known at homo— 
and 
the 
newspaper 
correspondents 
would surely publish it—that she was 
engaged in the work. She preferred to 
give whatever of comfort she could 
without having any heroics attached. 
If anything were needed to complete 
my reverence for the flower lady this 
modesty would have been quite suffi­ 
cient. 
I dared not by word or even 
manner reveal the secret of my heart 
to her. I simply showed ray gratitude. 
The slightest evidence of what burned 
within me Would have caused her to 
cense her visits, lf not to the ward at 
least to me. And in that »*a<**. confined 
as I was. I could not g<» to hor 
Long before the surgeon was willing 
to release me I got up. dressed myself 
and returned to duty. My colonel hesi­ 
tated wool her or no to send me Pack 
to ti)** hospital, hut conclude I. L*lng 
short of officers, to let me remain 
with the regiment. The day after my 
return to camp after visiting brigade 
headquarters be told me that, the gen­ 
eral having l«»-*t one of his aid-de- 
campe by sickness aud auotber by a 
bullet. I was to be temporarily de­ 
tailed for the lighter duties of the 
staff 
The general was but a few years 
older than myself and made a com 
pauiou of me. 
VV© became confiden­ 
tial, and I told him of the flower lady, 
admitted the influence she had exerted 
over me aud that when it were pos­ 
sible I would move heaven and earth 
to win her for my wife. 
He asked 
me if th© lady had encouraged me. 
and I exonerated her from giving me 
any more attention than the common­ 
est trooper in the ward. 
There was so much on hand imme­ 
diately after this that the subject was 
not again referred to between us. One 
morning during the fighting about 
Santiago. Just before mounting our 
horses for what promised to be a hot 
day’s work. the general handed me a 
sealed envelope. 
“In case I come out of the fight 
alive today.” he said, “give that back 
to me. If I am killed open it.” 
“But why. general.” I asked, sur­ 
prised, “do you take that precaution 
today 
especially.

fighting 
every day?” 
“ Because.” he replied. “I have a 
feeling that I shall be killed today.” 
His foot was in the stirrup, and he 
mounted and rode away.

same afternoon under a hot fire of 
Spanish artillery he sent me away 
with an order. 
As I turned from him 
something prompted me to look back. 
lie had fallen from his horse and lay 
on the ground. 
A tremor passed over 
him. and he was dead. 
When the general’s body was sent 
north the flower lady went lu the 
same ship.

the envelope handed me by the gen­ 
eral! and read the contents with aston 
lshment. 
It revealed that the flower 
lady was his wife. 
Desiring to he 
near him, she had gone to Cuba in­ 
cognito and ministered to the sick and 
wounded.

“You aire a good fellow and rich.

The rules of the National Hay asso­ 
ciation recognize tw enty-three grades 
of hay, which seem to fall into five 
classes—tim othy, clover, mixed timo­ 
thy and clover, wild grasses and al­ 
falfa. 
Choice timothy hay must tie 
sound, properly cured, of bright natu­ 
ral color, not mixed with more than 
one-t went let h of other grasses and 
well im led 
Lower grades of timothy 
are Nos. I. 2 and 3 and “no grade.” 
Clover hay has two grade's. No. I and 
No. 2. No. I clover must be medium 
clover, 
sound, 
properly 
cured, 
nor 
mixed with more than one-twentieth 
of 
other 
grasses 
and 
well 
baled 
, Choice alfalfa hay must be reasonably 
j fine leafy alfalfa of bright green color. 
! properly cured, sound, sweet and well 
baled. 
Other gradi*s of alfalfa are 
Nos. I. 2 and 3 and “no grade.” These 
rules are used by most cities that have 
official Inspection. 
A large percentage of the timothy on 
the m arket is graded below No. I. The 
reasons are that many meadows are 
cut for years until they become weedy 
and mixed with other grasses and that

If the farm er would send to 
market nothing but what the feeder 
considers good lie would get a higher 
price. It might be necessary In some 
cases to educate the country buyer 
also. 
Timothy

lend, especially 
among city feeders, because It is not 
only nutritious, but palatable and non 
laxative, and tile horse is not likely to 
overfeed. Nevertheless other kinds of 
hay would often prove better for the 
feeder. 
Alfalfa, for instance, has high 
muscle building qualities and is espe­ 
cially valuable for draft horses 
It is 
highly 
relished, 
however, 
and 
the 
horse may overfeed. 
Doubtless the 
feeder will in time learn that hay from 
legumes has great value wbeu projterly 
used. 
Meantime the farm er is obliged to 
Include clover and other legumes In 
bls rotation In order to m aintain the 
fertility of his land.

Well means through and through, nut 
Just a hard crust on the outside and 
the middle a soggy, wet mash.

is as bad as feeding it raw. 
Chicks will do well for awhile on a 
grain ration alone, but they will do 
better if fed a little m eat from the 
first, 
lf the grain ration is dry aud 
sweet chicks can be fed a little green 


Getting Rid of Weeds. 
The problem of weed eradication is 
one of the most serious which con- 
tront the farm ers of Iowa aud ad 
joining states. 
During the last few 
years a method of killing weeds has 
been discovered 
which promises to 
greatly lighten the annual toll which 
the farm er [lays to these pests. 
This 
new method consists In spraying the 
weeds with certain destructive ma­ 
terials known as herbicides. 
Some of 
thes«* herbicides, of which Iron sul­ 
phate Is the most promising, will kill 
nearly all kinds of common weeds 
without injuring the oats, wheat or 
other crop iii which they happeu to be 
growing, 
in fact, In several cases the 
sprayed gralu was thriftier and yield­ 
ed more than that which dfcl not re­ 
ceive the treatm en t 
This method is 
especially valuable for destroying mus­ 
tard in grainfield* and dandelions and 
other weeds on lawns. 


California's Farmer Congressman.
